jtoetically known oa Juhi, the grandson of Sb*b IsmA*il bafuwi (a.h. 907— 
1*30 = A.U. 1501-1523). ITo rose to distinction during the reign of ShAh 
Tahmasp (a.h. 930-984 = A-i>. 1523-1576), and often held discourses 
with MaulAnA Damirl and other poets of the SultAn a court. Subse¬ 
quently he went to KhnrAaAn. where he was pnt to death by tho order 
of SultAn Din Muhammad KhAn Uzbek, son of JanI Beg Sultan, on 
charge of bis being a Shi‘ah heretic. See 'A lam Aia i-‘Abl«Aai, fol. 80*. 
TaqI Auhadi, a contemporary of \Nalr, says in his ‘LrnfAt, fol. 794 k , that 
in the beginning of tho reign of ShAh ‘Abbas I., he once met the poet in 
Qaswln, and tlrnt shortly after he (Wall) was pnt to death by tlnsorder 
of the above-named Sul^u Din Muhammad Kh An.

Ruh-ul-Amin was tlio poetical title of Mir Muhammad Amin of 
Bhahrist&n in Isfahan, 

Bis elder brother, Mir Julil-ud-Diu Huaarn, who was succeeded 
by his ootuin Mirra Radi (d. A-H. 1026 = A.t». 1616), held a very influential 
position under Shih ‘Abbis 1. Muhammad Amin came to the J>eccnn 
in A.11. 1013 or in A.n. 1010 = A.n. 1601 (see Rieo, p. 675), and entered 
the service of Muhammad Qull Qujb Shih of Golconda (A.n. 988-1020 = 
a.d. 1580-1611). ITe gained the highest favour of tho king, and was 
very Boon honoured with the title of Mir Jumlah. Amin, however, left 
tho coart, in a little distress, daring tho time of Sult&a Muhammad 
Qutb Shih (a.ii. 1020-1083) and went to seek favour in tho coart of 
VAdil Shih of Bijipir, bnt being disappointed he loft India and entered 
tho court of Shih ‘Abbis. Having failed to gain any high position 
under Shuh ‘Abbas, Amin sent a petition to Johinglr praying fbr his 
admission in the emj*eror’s court. On receiving the emperor's order 
Atnin fled from the conrt of Shih 'Abbas, and entered tho Moghal 
emperor's service in A.H. 1027 = A.D. 1617. Ho held several high 
jositions under this emperor, and continued to enjoy still more favours 
from Shih Julian, till be fell a victim on the 10th of Rabi 4 II., A.H. 104'/

was born at FathpAr Sikrl during the reign of Akhar. Having hut 
hia father at an early age, Hudiq had to depend entirely on self-tuition 
for hia education, and, shortly after, during the reign of JshAngfr, ho 
gained a fair reputation us a writer both of prose and of pootry. lie 
roue to ominence during the reign of fihAh Johan, who made him 
commander of fifteen hundred, and subsequently sent him on a mission 
to the Uxbek prince Itnitn Qull KhAn, and in the fourth year of the 

reign honoured him with the confidential post of 
Subsequently HAjiq was raised to the rank of three thousand, and 
afterwards, for some reason, having lost his Mansab, ho l**gnn to lead 
a retired life at Agmh on an annual pension of twenty thousand rnpees, 
which, in the eighteenth year of the emperor's reign, was raised to 
forty thousand. Although llAdtq was a poet of some distinction, ho 
was* very quick tempered and vain, so much so that he supposed himself 
superior even to Anwart, and whenever hia diwun, which he kept in an 
ornamented case, was brought in the presence of his visitors they w-ere 
expected to rise by way of showing respect to the book. Far some tirao 
Ilitdiq was engaged in writing the Mu A^M-§Ahibqiruni, but n hen 
cither scholars joined in the work of composition Hadiq retired from 

the field. * * 

Hsdiq passed his last days at Agmh, where he died in A.H. 1068

MullA ShAh Muhammad, known also by the epithet of LiaAii Fllah, 
was the son of MullA ‘Abd Muhammad (or according to Rieu ii M p. 800, 
MullA *Idi), the QAdi of Arks* (in Riou Ark), a place near ItAstak in 
Badajchshan. From an early ago MullA ShAh bad a religious turn of 
rnind, and when in a.h. 1023 = a.d. 1614, he came to India, hearing 
the reputation of the celebrated Miyan ShAh Mir Qalandar of Lahore, he 
adopted him a* his spiritual guide, MullA ShAh’s piety, coupled with 
his scholarly attainments, gained for him the reputation of one of the 
greatest learned saints of his age, and soon utlracted the attention of 
the nobles and princes of the country. l>Ara Shikiih, one of the moat 
accomplished princes of the Timuride sovereigns of India and a great 
admiser of Sufism, placed himself under the disciptesbip of MullA SJiuh, 
who initiated the prince in a.h. 1049 a.0. 1639 to the QAdiri order. 

A long notice on the life of MullA ShAh is given by this prince in his 
well known Sakiuat al-AuliyA. After the death of his spiritual guide, 
MiyAn Allr, which took place on the 7th Rnbi* L, a.h. 10-15 = A.n. 1636, 
August 21, MullA Shah went with his disciples to live |s;rmanently in 
Kashmir in a monastery built for liiui at tho expense of DArA ghikAh 
and his sister JohAn ArA Begara. Besides the works named below, 
MullA ShAh has also left a prose work entitled ^-1 y Jj > 

and an unfinished commentary on §afi line* on the Qur'an. He died 
oither in Kashmir or in Lahore in a.h. 1072 (a.i*. 1661, 1662).

Although a poet of vast learning, Ganl had no ambition to attach himself 
to the Imperial throne, ’J’ilbir X&sriihadl states oti a reliable authority 
that the emperor of India once wrote to Sayf Khan, the governor of Kash* 
mlr, to send Gaul to the Imperial throne. Being requested by Sayf Khan, 
the jmet instructed the govornor to rejtort to the emperor that ho (the 
l**'t) was insane and oouhl not, therefore, attend the court. Sayf Khan 
objected to this, saying how could he apply the term ** insane" to a 
sound man * At this tiio poet all of a sudden tore lii* oollur, and like 
one insane marched off toward* home, and died after three days. Tho 
date ot hi* death is fixed in a.ii. 1 OTi* = A,n. 1668 in the beginning 
ot Aurnngr.tb’a reign. (Said's diwdn was collected by his friend

MirzA Arjumand (tho second son of *Abd-ul-tranl Bog QabCl), who 
at firs>t adopted the poetical title of ‘Azud and subsequently changed it 

for JunAu, died, according to tho authors of tho Gul i-Ra‘nA 
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and huhtif-i-Tl• rihim, in A.n. 1134 = a.o. 1 Tii 1. So it seems quite 
improbable that this A/a<l could have taken a jiart in tho composition 
of the IHlkushd Numah which was completed in about aji. 1137 
= a.d. 1724, that is, three years after Arjnmand Azud's death. 

Again, Dr. llita has himself correctly admitted in several places 
that Mined Arjumand Azud and hia father belonged to Kudimtr; and it 
is somewhat strange that tho learned scholar failed to note that, in tho 
epilogue of the Dilkushd Nuutalt, tho author, while expressing liis 
annu\ mice wilh India and particularly with Kashmir, distinctly says

DiwAN-I-‘AQIL. 


This ‘AqiL, whose original name was Ilunurwar KhAn. must not he 
confounded with his contemporary tho celebrated ‘Aqil KhAn RAzi, the 
governor of Delhi in Aurangzib’s time, nor with the two other poets of 
the same takhallua, namely, KhwAjah Muhammad ‘Aqil, brother of 
Khwiijah Kumil and Stikhnnwar KhAn ‘Aqil of Kashmir, all of whom 
were poets of more or less distinction and flourished in the 12th century 
of the Muhammadan ora. Some biographers with a view of avoiding 
confusion take the precaution of calling the poet ‘Aqil ghihjahanAbddJ. 
H® devoted almost his whole life to the service of the distinguished 
NizAm-nl Mulk A*af jAh (d. A.H. 1161 = a.D. 1748) of Anrangzib’s time, 
and in the first year of Famikhgjym’s reign (a.h. 1124 a d. 1713), 
when NizAm-nl-Mulk was transferred to AnrangAlsid, the poet oocom- 
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panied him thither ami sul*cqnontly went to 8hAhj ah & n Ab&d, whore he 
died about the middle of the 12th century a.u.

Mir 'Abd-ul-*Al t with tho poetical title NnjAt, was the son of Mir 
Muhammad Mm min, and belonged to a noble Suyvid family of IsfahAn. 
He at first entered the service of MitxA Habib L’llah as his Sadr, and 
suliscquontly attached himself us a mtmfthf or secretary to ghAh 
Sulayman and Shuh Sultan llusayn. 

Tahir NasrAbAdl, fol. 204\ who speaks of NnjAt in the present tense, 
hail frequent intercourse with hitn, and speaks of tho poet in laudable 
terras, and remarks that us un accountant tho world never produced a 
more skilled hand than NnjAt. The same Tuhlr further ud«Ls that Najut 
was of marked Satie character and commanded tlie respect of tho high 
personages of his age. Cut the author of tho CiyAd-udi-Shn‘urA.

ITujt Muhammad A*lam, with tho tokhallus Salim, was a Hindu 
Brahman of Kashmir. lie embraced Islam under Aurangztb. It is said 
that the poet Mulndn-i-FAn! of Kashmir (d. a.h. 1081 or 1082 = a.i>. 1670 
or 1671) adopted SAlim as a son, and trained him in the art of poetry, in 
which Salim gained skill in a short time and becamu known as ono 
of tho eminent poets of Kashmir. Ho attached himself to the service 
of rrinee Muhammad A‘/.am Shull. poema in whose praise are found in 
abundance in tho diwAo, and by whoso permission ho performed a 
pilgrimage to Mecca. After the death of this prince, Salim passed his 
lust days as a chrouicler of Shah A‘latn in Kazimir, and died, according 
to Gul-i-Rn‘nA, fol. 125“; Snhnf-i-lhrAhim, foL 405 k ; Nishtar-i-'Ighij, 
ful. 828, and Xutu’ij-ul-AfkAr, p. 218, in a.ii. 1116 = a.d. 1707. Dr.

KULLIYAT-I-BIDIL. 

The complete prose aud poetical works of Mint* *Ahd-nl Qudir Bidil, 
in two volumes, written only one or two years after the poet’s death. 

MirzA ‘Ahd-nl-Qadir, with the tnkhnllus Bidil, who i» admitted on 
all hands as the greatest of the Persian poets in India during the lust 
century, wiui the son of MinrA *Abd-ul-KJ)4liq. He was of Turkish 
origin belonging to the Cha£nta*i tribo of ArLu (Kieu, p. 706 reads 
Arl«t), but was l*oru iu ‘AzimiilAd (Patna) in a.H. H»o 4 = a.!*. 1644, fur 
which date tho word is a chronogram. Having lost his 

father at the ago of five; when he hud only fininhed tho rending of tho 
Qu'ran, Bidil was left under the care of his ancle Mirzu (,‘alnndar. At 
tho ago of ten he finished the K Ally ah and hail just commenced the 
fiJharh-i-MullA Jam!, when his uncle prevented his continuing further 
his Arabic studies. Ho then began to associate with saints and holy 
pommages and devoted his full attention to the study of their wurks. 
The author of tho Gul-i-Ka’nu, fol. 56*, says that tlie j>oet at first 
adopted the takhallti* of Ilutnzl, but one day, while he was reading tlie 
preface of Sa’dis Guliston, he was attracted by the following line of the 
ghaykli—

and from that day the poet changed tho takhallu* Ramzl for Bidil. At 
first ho attached himself to the staff of Prince Shuji 1 , tho second son of 
Sh'lh J 11 I 1 & 11 , aud later on entered tho service of Muliauiiuud A‘/am 
tihah. Being possessed of a wonderful ginius Bidil soon became the 
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master of Persian and Tnrkith language* and wu s honoured with tho 
maikN-ih of fire hundred. Ho travelled to Bengal, Bnhar and Orissa* 
and then again returned to Dehll. Being a man of independent spirit 
Bidil did not like to waste his energy in flattering princes and nobles 
and addressing laudatory poems to them. Ho, therefore, gavo up the 
imperial service and Itegan to lead a retired life in Debli, where ho died 
on Thursday, the -4th of §afar, a.h. 1133 = a.d. 1720. Besides being a 
man of extraordinary mental powor, ho is described by bis biographers 
as a great giant of his ngo.

contemporary biographer Mnahafl, fol. 3\ a native of Spain 
mid is, therefore, sometiuiea called Ho claimed hia 

descent from the great Saint VAUl-ul-QAdir JiUnt, and gave out that 
*A!i ll.t/in was hia sbter’s aou. At an early age he came to Isfahan, 
where he ajietit thirty yearn and became the pupil of MurtadA Qull 
lb*g, H'.rtmmed \\ dli i-hfuliin, who was attached to the service of 
Sarbulund Kj Au.und who. after hb intuitt-r'a death, camo to India wheTO 
he died. After travelling over iYrsia and performing pilgrimage*, 
Anjab came to India and settled in Itebli, where he met hb death at 
an vduncei ago. The name Mnshafl, who visited Anjab only a few 
months Uf«.ru hb death, rays that at the ago of seven years Anjab 
had taken to composing poems, and that he showed the poems of hi# 
early youth to the sfuressid Mar tad A Qull Beg. Ho was a most prolific 
poet, and oven fifty* years Ufore hb death he lmd collected about fifty 
lakhs of verses. He wrote a dlwin in answer to Nariri NlshApQri in 
aeven days, while it b said that in every* new city where ho happened 
to go he left a new diwAn. Of the numerous works of this prolific poet,

SirAj-ml-Pin *Ali Kh fln. with tho t ikhnllus Arzfl, the well-known 
author of tho moat famous bingraphit.nl work, Majmu‘-iiu-XafA‘is, was 
born iu AkbarAbAd in a.il 1101 = A.D. 1689. He traced his origin, 
on the paternal aide, to Shaykh KamAl-ud-Dln, tho Bister’s 8011 ° of 
Shaykh Na*ir-mi-I)in Mahmud Cl|irig-i-Dihll, while from his maternal 
aide he claimed descent from Shayklj Muhammad 6aua Guwiliyari. 
At an early age he applied his mind to tho writing of poetry ; and he 
composed, among other works, die valuable biographical work, Mujma*- 
uu-h'a'a is, in a.h. 1164 = a.d. I <30. In a.ii. 1132 — A.t'. 1719 he uuuo 
from (juwAliyar to gkuhjahunAhud, where he became familiar with 
Anand Ram Mukhli*, who, Iteaidea other noblo treatments, secured for 
Arz6 a respectable nmnsab from tho emperor. It was also hero thnt 
Arx6 found a very influential patron in the person of Mu'tuuan-ud' 
Puuluh LJiAq Kb An ghfistart, after whose death hu continued to enjoy 
tho same favour from his patrons son, Najro-nd-Daulah, who, besides 
other faroui b, granted ArxA a monthly allowance of ono hundred and 
liity rupees. After Xujm-ud Pauhih’s death, his younger brother, 
Sulur Jang, continued to patronise Arzft, aud with this benefactor 
the poet came to his grandfather, Shavkh KamAl-ud* Din’s house in 
Lucknow in Muharrum, A.n. 1108 = a.i». 1734, and through the kind 
intervention of SAlur Jang, was granted a monthly allowance of three 
hundred from ShnjA*-«d-Dunkb. ArzA died shortly after, on the 
23rd of Kabi* II., A.H. 1169 = a.p. 1733. For some time his laxly was 
preserved iu Lucknow, but was subsequently rcmortal to ShAhjahAnabud

Tlxe complete poetical work* of riAzin. 

BJiayjdi Muhammad, popnlorly called ‘Alt, and with the poetical 
*”*' >Ic plume, Haxin, waa one of the most acoompiiahed writers of tho 


c 
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later period. IIo was tho son of Shaykh Abfi Talib GilAni, and was 
born in XMfuhiiii. Kabi* II., a.h. 1103 = a.i>. 1601. TLtzin traced his 
descent from Shiykh Zuhid GilAnI, tho spiritual guide of the celebrated 
Shuykh Safi-ud-Din Ardabili. 

In the preface to his commentary on his tho poet 

designates himself thus:—

lh*m of a learned and highly respectable family and himself a 
scholar of vast learning, iiazin commanded the respect of kings and 
nohli-s. It is said, in the Mir’ut-i-Aflub Nunm and Nishn»r-i-*It«hq, that 
Birth T.ihnjti.Hj., son of Sultikn Husavn, rei>eatedly went to visit the poet 
in his own honse. He received his early education from hia father, 
anti later on* learnt Muhammadan Law, Jurisprudence, Logic, Mathe¬ 
matics, Sciences, and other subjects from several apccialiats of Isfahan 
and Shirt*! among whom some of his biographers name his undo, 
Shuykh Ibrahim JiUuf, the celebrated Mulls Buqir Majlisi (who is said 
to have been closely related to Iluzin), Mir Muhammad Masih of Persia, 
and others. Being conscious of the wonderful genius of Iluzin, his 
father intended to educate tho boy in all tho branches of Muhammadan 
literature; bnt the future poet, while still a mere child,showed a marked 
indination for poetry, and in spite of his father’s prudent precepts 
directed his attention towards versification, and composed poems, con¬ 
cealing them from his father. 

It is said that at tho age of seven TTazin composed a (iazal in answer 
to Shaukat BukhAri. and another when ho was nine years old in 
answer to Tihir Wahid, who praised tho composition highly. One day 
several peats, gathered in Hazin’* father’s house, happened to l>a 
extolling the poetical genius of Bazin. In the bourse of conversation 
they began to pmise Muhtadiim Kud]I (d. A.H. 9!»C = A.D. 1587), and 
one of them cited the following beautiful matin* of this eminent 
poet:—

AsfjQb also attached himself to the military staff of Mu‘ln-ul-Mulk’s 
brother, Klmn K ban An Iutizam-ud-Daulah, and after satisfying him 
with his military distinctions, received frutn him the titlo of (Jaswar 
Khan and a command of two thousand.

The authorship of this dlwAn ha* boon jxipularly ascribed to Zlb-un- 
\i*ii Begum, who was the eldest child of Aurangzib, aud adopted tho 
poetical title of Makhfi. Both Sprengor, p. 480, and Iiiou, p. 702, 
ascribed the dlwun to the above-named lady. From a pertwal of the 
diwin it will be seen that besides the style and tho mode of expression, 
which are not what one would expect from a royal lady, tliore are 
several evidences in tho diwan itself which throw grave doubts on tho 
statements of Dra. Sprcnger and Rieu. For instance, in several places 
we find that the writer, then living in India, was a nativo of Khurasan 
and had very little admiration for India, cj/., on fol.

Towards the on«l there aro several i>oems which to all apj*earane»>s

Mir (iulam ‘All, with the takhallas Axud, was a distinguished scholar 
mid an eminent writer. ITo belonged to a noble family of the Wusi^f 
Sayyida of Balgriitu and traced his descent from imam Zuyn-ul-'Abidin.

■who ia aiimitted on all hands to be the greatest of the modern poets of 
1 trnia, wm thu gon of Mitxu A bill Iliocut, poetically called Gnl^hin, 
and wiu lioru in Shirilr, At an early age he applied hi* mind to study, 
and *lu>n only a boy of seven years ho left his puterual roof and went 
to Mashhad, where ho devoted himself to a diligent pursuit of knowledge, 
uiul in a abort time established bis reputation aa a poet of great 
eminence. Hi* wot derful skill in poetical compositions attracted tho 
attention of Hunan 'All MirzA ijh uja'-us-Saltanat, who, after enjoying 
for some tirno the learned society of tho poet, sent him to his father 
Fa$h ‘All ghuh. This king received Qa'inl witli groat esteem, 
honoured him with the title of Mujtabid-ngli^hu'arii, and in apprecia¬ 
tion of tho poets high talents occasionally favoured him with liberal 
rewards and many other honours. Besides lieing a muster in all the 
branches of the Muhammadan literature, Qi’Anl was a great linguist 
, (he is said to have been thoroughly conversant with French), while 
tho beautiful stylo of his Persian poems would at once suggest that 
bo hud a peculiar command over tho language, rarely found in any 
poet of any time or country. Ho died in Tihrun, A.n. 1270 = a.d. 1853. 
Ilis diwin was lithographed in Tihrun, ajl 1277, and his
